had been handicapped by: the neces- 
rity of having to create an army 
from its foundation He recognized 
the hardships of the farmers, but the 
question was as to whether the Gov- 
ernment was acting in the national 
interest.

Hastening Lewis Case to Come Before Supreme Court 


to an expeditious hearing of the appeal from the judgment of 
the Alberta Court of Appeal, declaring invalid the order-in- 
Council abolishing military. service exemptions. The appeal 
will be taken to the Supreme Court of Canada, and, as the 
court will not ordinarily sit till October, a special summer ses- 
sion may be called. The judgment in Alberta conditionally 
‘granted habeas corpus to a young man named Lewis, who, be- 
ing between the age of 20 and 22, was peremptory drafted, He 
had been released. The finding throws doubt on the. whole 
order-in-Council and the legality of drafting all taken under it. 
For that reason an expeditious final adjudgication of the case 
is desirable, as the court held that the order-in-Council of 
April could not supercede the Military Service Act.

iwritten from one of the more. fash- 
ionable districts of southern Eng- 
land, and the writer says. “You 
know, perhaps, that our high offic- 
jals spend most of their leisure with 
residents of this locality, harmlessly 
imagining that they are bringing 
jGanada to the notice of the aristoc- 
{racy, but really tolerated by the lat- 


social prestige. In his breexy west- 
ern way he said, “They appear to 
fall for thé pink tes stuff,’ resulting 
in’ Jealousies and Intrigues, and thi 
general all-round selling of their, 
soula to the flesh and the devil. They 
forget all about the country’ they 
came from and their duty toward 
Canada.” 2 : : 

He charged that even some of the 
high officials connected with the clv- 
ff end of Canada’s overseas war ad- 
ministration seemed chiefly inter- 
ested in the social end of the game, 
and governed their office appoint- 
ments in accorlance with their so- 
cial engugements—lured. by the 
bait of ttles and preferment. 

Our western friend believes that 
this tendency has resulted to the 
detriment of éanadian interests, des- 
pite the splendid efforts of som 
shining exreptions. “The French 
end is all right,” said he, “there-ts 
no finer military 
any country than ours, and no better 
soldfers. Our English end is the 
weak link.

The one has spent a good 
deal of his leisure in travel and re- 
celved part of his education in Brit- 
ain; the other acquired his view- 
point on the prairies.

New Draft Treaty 
Elfective Shortly 


SIXTY DAYS ALLOWED. CANA- 

. DIANS AND. AMERICANS TO 
ENLIST IN THEIR RESPECTIVE 
FORCES 


Ottawa, July 5.—With the formal 

change of notes expected within a 
few ‘days, the Slackers’ Treaty with 
the United States will come into ef- 
fect. Then, following sixty days of 
grace, Canadians resident in the 
United States, and Americans resi- 
dent in Canada, are, respectively Ii- 
able to draft for military, service, 
Preparations for proceeding under 
the terms of the treaty have already 
been made at Ottawa. 
' As originally drafted, the treaty 
Was applicable to Canadians of be- 
tween 20 and 40 years of age, and to 
Americans of between 21 -and 30.

Beavers Have 
Many Relatives 


HE lemmings (we read is 
Thomson's “Threads in the 
Web of Life’), on the St 
berian tundras, migrate at 
the end: of a season when foed har 
grown scarce, because they have 
been more than usually abundant 
and so bave exhausted the available 
food. They march northwards is 
closely pressed ranks, but it is not 
an organized;march after a leader; 
they simply pour straight onwards 
like a living str@am, turning aside 
for no obstacle. If a mountain stand: 
in their way, they go up one side and 
down the other, never attempting te 
go.round. If a river crosses the 
path, they plunge in and swim to the 
other side. 

Many are carried away. But those 
that are left plod steadily onward, 
resting by day, and marching by 
night, eating every blade of grass 
and every growing plant as they £0, 
just as the migratory young locusts 
do in southern Jands. Eventually, ic 
many cases, they reach the shores 0! 
the sea, but even that does not stop 
them. They plunge boldly in, and 
the waves sweep over them. 

The lemmings’ march cannot be 
t combination, buf 
we can find good examples of this, 
even among the rodents or gnawing 
animals, the order to which Jem- 
maings belong. The viscacha is very 
abundant on the pampas of South 
America. A number of these animals, 
usually from 20 to 30, make thelr 
burrows with the entrances close to 
gether, and often opening into a 
common trench. All the earth ts car 
vied out to a little distance and 
thrown into a heap, which forms a 
Uttle mound, often about two feet 
aigh, in front of the “village.” There 
are generally several such villages, 
within easy reach of each other. The 
inhabitants of each village sit on 
their own mound at dusk, and dis- 
appear into their burrows so quickly, 
2t a-warning cry from one of them, 
that dogs scarcely ever succeed ip 
catching them. After sunset, the vis- 
cachas go a-visiting. Those of one 
village go to ae thelr neighbors in 
another, and sit on thelr mound, 
chattering in friendly fashion. Nar- 
row trodden paths, from village te 
village, show how constant this habit 
of exchanging visits must be.

One reééhlt of the friendly and so- 
clable life of these little animals is 
that, though they do not stand very 

H high In the scale of intelligence, they 
have a wonderfully varied “lan- 
guage.” Their cries “are varied a 
thousand ways in strength and inton- 
ation, according to the age, sex, or 
emotions of the individual.” “I 
doubt,” writes Mr. Hudson, the nat- 
uralist, to whose beautiful books we 
owe so much of our knowledge of the 
life of the pampas, “whether there is 
in the world any four-footed thing so 
loquacious, or with a dialect so ez- 
tensive.”’ 

So strong is the attachment of the 
‘viseachas to their kind that if the 
barrows of one village be filled up, 
for this is the method by which the 
farmer tries to get rid of them, if 
they are too destructive, those from 
other villages will come by night and 

| dig them out again. They are prob- 

| ably excited by the cries of the little 
prisoners and burrow their way down 
to them, : 

In the case of beavers (rodents of 
a higher type), the animals not only 
live beside each other in peace and 
friendliness;- they unite together to 
do pieces of work which would be 
impossible for one, and so benefit the 
whole colony. Some of these works 
are so extensive that they may en- 
tirely change the features of the 
landscape. Beavers are still. found in 
considerable numbers on the banks of 
the streams, in some of the western 
parts of North America and im Can- 
ada, They were quite abundant in 

Britain at one time, but had disap- 

by the fourteenth century. 

Within the last few years, however, 

a colony of them has been kept and 

carefully protected in Sussex, and 
there they carry on all their usual 
activities, tim 

Beavers are water-loving animals 
and, if the stream on the banks of 
which they live is shallow or liable 
to dry up, a colony always constructs 

3 dam so as to secure a broad, deep, 

quiet pool. To make the dam, they 

Enaw. down trees, offen as much as 

10 inches In thickness, eat ‘off the 

bark, and cut the trunk into’ logs. 

These logs they convey to the place 

where they are building. If the 
ground is smooth and the distance 
not great, they roll the logs; but, 
frequently, they cut canals or water- 
ways from their pool to the trees, and 
so more the logs more easily. They 
pile the logs together, filling up 
spaces with brushwood and clayoy 
earth, trampled bard down, 30 an it 
w ke an _almoct. soild wall, whieh

Snly allows water to trickle gradual ~ 
ly through. 

We read of one dam three-quarters 
of a mile in length, and of this two- 
thirds had been made entirely by the © 
deavers. The rest was natural bank, 
which they bad raised and strength- 
ened with logs and stones. If the 
dam be broken, the beavers immedi- 
ately repair it. One dam was repeat- 
edly cut through, because it made a 
railway embankment unsafe. The. 
beavers built it up again fAfteen 
times, but then gave in and aban- 
doned the place, ; 

The homes of the beaver: are very 
interesting. Sometimes they are mere 
burrows in the bank, with the open- 
ing under water, but more freq 
the burrow has an oven-sbaped struc- 
ture of wood and earth above it. The 
“loaige,” as it is‘called, is very com- 
fortable, and is strong enough to keep 
out beasts of prey. As as12- 
beavers may live in a locge for three 
years, witb thelr parents, and, when 
the lodge gets uncomfortably crowd- 
ed, they move off and construct new 
homes for themselves.

Missionary and Doc! C 
North Tells of Great 








of the Service—Famous Worker of the 
Opportunities. 





“Boing a missionary isn’t just giving addresses from a platform. Some 
people have the idea that it is inculcating creeds. We do a great many 
things Sn our work up on the east coast of rador which may seem 
strange as missionary enterprises, We make 2! vision of the service of * 
God that is within the reach of all of us. Every fpessage of love to fellow- 
man is part of the message of Christ.” PE 

The foregoing was the text announced by4Dr. Wilfred T. Grenfell, 
missionary of the Labrador, which he elaborated and illustrated in the 
course of his lecture on the work of the mission delivered in Cronyn Hall. 


Vinton of Service 


The “vision of service within the reach of everyone” in this work 
in the northeast, included, according to Dr. Grenfell, not only preaching. 
teaching and the ministry of healing and nursing, but helping to improve 
the economic conditions, showing love to fellow-men by showing them 
how to earn a more-adequate, ving for themselves and their families; 
surveying the coast and its waters; discovering and developing the resoure- 
es of the country for the sake of the inhabitants, and the contribution these 
resources can make to the welfare of humanity; bending efforts towards 
the ‘conservation of bird life; promoting co-operative industries, buying 
and distribution; hewing of wood. building of hospitals, even to the fash- 
loning of shingles; establishing industries; opening schools and orphan- 


tages; undertaking scientific research. 


Difficult Task 


So far as the service of improving economic conditions is concerned. 
“there is no more difficult thing than to try to make conditions as you 
would like them for yourself, for your fellow-man,” he commented. Re- 
ferring to the fields of research open’ to the scientist in Labrador, Dr. 
Grenfell grew eloquent as he told of the opportunities afforded by the iso- 
lated conditions for medical research and the tracing of diseases to their 
source. ‘Through this opportunity afforded, from Labrador valuable con- 
tribution has been made to the world’s store of medical knowledge, which 
has been instrumental In saving many liveay 


Invaluable Work 


Referring to the surveying of the coast and charting the waters, he 
“This perhaps may not sccm like mission work to you here. But 
ms like mission work to the man who, caught out in a storm In his 
boat, is trying to make a landing. It seems like mission work to his 
family, to whom the chart means the saving of his life. Isn*t that more 
like mission work than conducting the funeral service for the man after 
he is dead?" A governor of Newfoundland, a Scotchman named MacGreg- 
or, for two summers cruised the coast with Dr. Grenfell, making charts 
of the waters a5 his contribution of mission service. The need of such 
charting was emphasized by Dr. Grenfell's statement: “Some of the charts 
we were using previous to that time had been made from surveys by the 
famous Capt. Cook.” 

One of the points touched upon by Dr. Grenfell was the reactionary 
benefit of the missionary service rendered in Labrador, its * twice blessed~ 
ness." One of the features of the work referred to by him in bis Sunday 
addresses was the fact that every summer students, men and women of 
various professions and callings; people of wealth and of lefsure. attracted 
to Labrador for various reasons, to be enrolled as workers in the mission, 
with a vision of service to God big enough to include everyone with a 
message of love to fellow-men.

“Many a man who hax come up for the summer has gone back home 
to take up the study of medicine, because he saw the need for physicians 
und the scope of service they could render through experience in Labra- 
dor,” he said. Among the different classes of patients administered to 
by doctors and nurses was shown a tiny babe in the arme of-a nurse, a tiny 
six-months-old tot weighing four and a balf pounds. “It may not seem 
much missionary work to ygu for a nurse to 50 up all the way just to battle 
for the Ife of a little under-nourished baby.” said the lecturer, “but I can 
assure you that warfare is very real and worth while to the nurse, and it is 
very real’and worth while work, Such a baby brought to me soon after 
I went to Labrador is now a fine young mother, with Httle ones of her 
own.” Concerning the orphanage through which the children are given 
educational opportunities commensurate with their ability, Dr. Grenfell 
stated that It was necessary In order to obtain an adequate building, to 
It is estimated that it will cost at the rate of twenty- 
five cents a brick for bricks and the laying of them, and the children in the 
Sunday schools in Canada are being asked to furnish the bricks. 


Vake Them Back

Natural Resources 

Dwelling upon the value of the natural resources of Labrador, min- 
eral, fisheries, etc., Dr. Grenfell emphasized the value that a railroad 
built through to the northeast coast would be at this time of scarcity of 
tonnage for ocean transport. “Going to England from the Labrador coast 
would cut the journey in half,’ he said. ig 

Announcing that he was not going to talk politics, Dh. Grenfell said 
at the same time he could not help pointing to the advantages of a railroad 
bullt to the east coast of Labrador over. the Hudson Bay route as a means 
of transport. In this connection he ‘called attention to the navigation 
problems to be encountered in the Hudson Bay route. He stated, however. 
that he didn’t belleve that he would live to see the day when the north-

London, July 16.--As a basis for 

calculating the ‘amount of food 
which must be provided for the hu- 
man system, the Inter-Allied Scien- 
tifie Food Commission hzs found 
that an ave! man of 154 pounds, 
working eight hours a day, requires 
food having an energy value of 3,390 
calories. 
. The Commission consists of rep- 
resentatives of the United States, 
France, Italy. Belgium and Great 
Britain, and its purpose is to con: 
sider the food problems of the Allies 
from a scientific. point of view and 
M agreement with the inter-allied| 
Sxecutives to make proposals to ‘the 
Allied governments. 

. The Commission agreed that, in 
the event that ft should become im- 
ble to supply 3,300 calories of 
food, reduction of ten per cent. could 
‘be suffered for some time without 
injury to health. The minimum ra- 
tion of fat for the “average man” 
was determined upon as 2.4 ounces 
a day.

“I have never been more embar- 
rassed since I became a judge,” said 
Justice Dodd at the opening of the 
Kerry assizes, “‘Things were bad 
enough in Clare,” he continued, 
“but they are worse in Kerry.” 

Having commented on the at- 
tempted murder of two policemen 
in the presence of hundreds of peo- 
ple in the Tralee for revenge in the 
thrashing of two men in the raid on 
‘the police, and attacks on people's 
houses, raids for arms, boycotting 
and general lawlessness, he said that 
behind the police was the British 
army and navy. He appealed to the 

people of Clare. He would not ap- 
peal to the people of Kerry. { 

He warned ministers of religion. 
editors of newspapers, county and 
district councillors, that if the law 
was not obeyed the people must be 
deprived of all civil rights. Subse-j 
quently in a case where the jury dis-| 
agreed, the judge told them they 
would be the last jury summoned 
in the County of Kerry in his time. 
The prisoners will be sent elsewhere 
and probably get five years.

Editor Ontario:— 

I notice that in The Ontario of 
last Thursday Mr. Deacon is foolish 
enough to put up some further mis- 
representations in reference to the 
municipal Fuel Committee. In my 
letter replying, to his statements at 
the Board of Trade meeting, he was 
aceuseg of making four deliberate 
false representations in reference to 
the Fuel Committee and its chair- 
man. I numbered these false state- 
ments 1, 2, 3, and 4; and it should 
now be abundantly evident, after 
\reading his last letter, that in doing 
this I was we within the mark, for 
he does not attempt to refute these 
accusations but instead throws a lot 
of dust in the air and with this deals 
out some other misrepresentations 
as follows: r 

He accuses Ald. Robinson of par- 
ticipating in a transaction in which 
gas-department coal was turaed over 
to city coal dealers at $8 a ton and 





G.T.R., where Mr. Deacon says coal 
Was procured at $7 and sold at from 
$11 to $12. In this case also I have 
only to say that neither the Fuel 
Committee-as a body, nor the chair- 
man personally, had anything dir- 
ectly or indirectly to do with this 
deal. 

Mr. Deacon intimates tat the 
Fuel Committee is charging too 
much for coal, In answer to this 
I will say that the Committee has 
been saving the consumers from 
$1.50 to $2 a ton, and we are in 
grave doubt as to whether we have 
fixed prices high enough to come 
out clear.

It was alleged that young Leroy, 
who was subject to the draft, was 
introduced to Howenstein by ~ Mrs. 
Kennedy, and that Howenstein told 
Leroy that the use of certain 
chemicals would accomplish the de- 
sired purpose. Howenstein, it was 
asserted, refused to give a written 
prescription, but orally gare direc- 
tions for using the drugs. %

lasted five weeks, other testimony 
damaging to the “defendants was 
brought ont. A witness who 
occupied the office near to Howen- 
stein’s testified that Howenstein 
made seditious remarks in his pre- 
sence. Altogether the evidence 
was so strong that the attorneys for 
the defense, who were among the 
best criminal lawyers’ in the city, 
could not prevent the conviction of 
Mrs. Kennedy and Howenstein on 
two of the three counts.

| FENCE RULES THAT ENTER- 
TAINMENT 1S ESSENTIAL 
IN WAR TIME 





England long ago decided that 
amusement of the wholesome kind 


Ple in war time, while the Council 
for National Defence in the United 
States recently ruled that entertain- 
ment must be continued for its psy- 
chological effect upon the public. 
‘Without it, under the strain of war, 
they feared the people might devel- 
op a frame of mind that might affect 
the morale of the nation. The Can- 
adian National Exhibition took a 
similar stand four years ago and this 
year the management will furnish 
entertainment on an even more elab- 
orate scale than before, turning its 
diversions wherever possible to pat- 
riotic ends.
